SCIENCE ON THE MINISTER. AS AM EXAMPLE, CAWHISPER- 16 STATED 
THAT HAD HE INFORMED GENSCHER A30UT THE SUSPICIONS AGAINST 
LINDNER/SCHULTZ, GENSCHER PROBABLY WOULD HAVE FELT OBLIGED TO 
INFORM MINISTER LEUSSIXX WHO THEN PROBABLY WOULD HAVE TAKEN 
PREVENTIVE MEASURES TO INSURE THAT SCHULTZ WOULD NOT HAVE HAD 
ACCESS TO CLASSIFIED INFORMATION, THEREBY ARROUSING HER SUSPI- 
CIONS AND PROMPTING HER TO FLEE. CAWHISPER- 1 6 CLAIMS THAT 
GENSCHER DID NOT HOLD HIS DECISION NOT TO INFORM THE MINISTER
